aviil when lie died. iiB it is suid from 
l.reakinp a bh.od-vesst-l in a fit of rage, 
ill ;!7."), the Weslerii Empire war. sUareil 
hi'iwieii her little son Valenlioian and 
<!r;ilian. 

.Inatina was an Arian. and wanled to 
have a church in Milan, where ehe 
coiUd worship vrithont nserihinc fidl 
honor and Blory to God fhe Son : tmt 
.Vmbrosc felt that the churches wore 
ills Jlasler's, not his own, to be piven 
away, and filled the cUnrch with Christ- 
ians, who watched there, chanting- 
I'salme, day nnd night, while the sol- 
diers Jnstinn sent to turn them out, 
joined them, nnd sang and pra.ved witii 
ll.om. 

Cratian did not choose to bo called 
roiitifev T^ta.ximus, or cLJof priest of all 
llie Roman idols, as all Ibu Enuiorors 
had been ; and this offended many 
persons. A sencral snrocii ^.lasimn:: 
r.i?p nnd i-eigiieil ns "Rmperor in Britain. 
and Uration had too mnch on his hands 
in the north to put hini down. 

In the meantime, a lerrihlo wild t.-lhe. 
called Huns, were coming from the 
\V'cst, and CrivinB the Goths before 
them, so that they asked leave from 
Valens to come across the Damibe, an.l 
settle tliemselves iu Thiace. The reply 
wan Ko ill-maiiaBcd by Vulciis' couiifiol- 
liirs that the Goths were. offended, and 
eaiue over the river as foes, when they 
michl have come as friends; and Val- 
ens was killed in battle with (hem at 
Artrianoplc in 378.
